F ort G a ines , Ga., Jan.

steam er W. D. Chipley was trying to mak e 
her landing a t S tark ’s Clay, ten miles north 
of this place, on the Chattahoochee river, 
Saturday night betw een 7 and 8 o’clock , 
elio struck a protruding rock . 
A cry of 
alarm went up and a m om ent after it was 
evident that the vessel w as sink ing. 
As she 
began to lurch, the passengers, of whom 
there 
were 
about 
fifty 
on 
board, 
were 
overcome 
w ith 
terror, 
and 
jum ped

below. 
The night was dark , the rain pour­ 
ing in torrents, and as the vessel sunk to the 
bottom the passengers clung to her timbers, 
wildly shriek ing for help. 
W hile this state 
of affairs ex isted the Naiad came up, and 
after desperate work succoeded, as her of­ 
ficers supposed, in rescuing the whole crew. 
There were about .303 bales of cotton on 
board. 
As these were swept off by the cur­ 
rent washing over the deck , m any of the af­ 
frighted passengers clung to them as life-pre­ 
servers,and went floating down the river. The 
Naiad, guided in the dark ness by calls of 
hum an voices, pick ed the unfortunates up 
as best she could. 
W hen daylight came, 
however, it was made apparent tha t there 
was much loss of life. 
Up to night six 
bodies have been reported found a t various 
]>oints down the river, and as the passenger 
list was lost it can not be ascertained how 
m any more 
m ay lx ? gone. 
Two of the 
bodies recovered are white persons, four col­ 
ored, one of the latter being Sam Alex ander, 
a member of the crew. 
The scenes are de­ 
scribed as appalling. A fter the Naiad had res­ 
cued the passengers from the sink ing steam er 
m any cotton bales caught fire, and presented 
a strange spectacle as they went floating 
down t^e river. 
The Chipley was a new 
boat, having been but two years on the 
river, and belonged to the M erchants’ Me­ 
chanics’ & Planters' line, of Columbus, W. 
L. Tillman, president. 
She cost £ 20,000 
and was insured for $5,000. 
The total loss 
is about $45,000. 
Capt. O. M. Shark s was 
the m aster. 
The scene of the disaster is 
one of the most dangers points on the Chatr 
taho ichee, 
the terrible casualty of 
the 
W yliy having occurred there three years 
ago, and several others previously.
